MORE QUESTIONS ABOUT RCI'S INTERNATIONAL MANDATE 
CHANGES IN DIRECTION - JOB AND PROGRAM CUTS OVER THE PAST YEAR 


November/December, 2007 - Questions about the international mandate of 
Radio Canada International (RCI) were once again raised at a 
parliamentary committee as it prepares to issue a report on Canadais 
public broadcaster CBC/Radio-Canada. The public broadcaster is 
responsible for RCI. And according to Canada's Broadcasting Act it is 
part of the CBC/Radio-Canadais condition of licence to provide an 
international service. 


However, RCI employees and others are raising questions about how the 
mandate of Canadais Voice to the World has been affected by its focus 
on programming on immigration and new immigrants in Canada. 


Nothing preventing more changes 


On May 25, 2007, the union representing most of RCIis employees 
(Syndicat des communications de Radio-Canada) called on parliamentis 
Canadian Heritage committee to protect RCIis mandate saying ithere 
will be nothing preventing the CBC from changing its international 
servicei unless ithe Broadcasting Act has been amended to protect 
RCIis Mandate.i See testimony parliamentary committee here. 


On November 27, 2007, at the parliamentary hearings in Ottawa, Maria 
Mourani, the Heritage critic of the opposition Bloc Quebecois Party 
questioned the CBC/Radio-Canada Vice-President responsible for RCI, 
Sylvain Lafrance about the mandate: iI am not saying that it has been 
abolished. Does one mandate take precedence over another? If so, how 
can that be done without contravening the act?i 


Lafrance testified that the ibasic mandate has absolutely not changedi 
but suggested it was ievolvingi. See testimony parliamentary committee 
here. 


The Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage is now in the process of 
writing a report on the Role of the CBC/Radio-Canada as a Public 
Broadcaster in the 21st Century, including services such as Radio 
Canada International. 


Not first time Committee hears warnings 


However, this is not the first time the Standing Committee has dealt 
with the issue of RCIis mandate. 


In its 2003 report iOur Cultural Sovereigntyi, the Standing Committee 
quoted the RCI Action Committee submission extensively and called on 


the iappropriate department [to] review the mandate of Radio Canada 
International, with a view to identifying the necessary resources 
required to strengthen its services.i 


RCI Action Committee proposes Broadcasting Act changes 


The 2003 report highlighted the following from the RCI Action 
Committee submission: 


iThe Broadcasting Act must outline RCI's mandate to “attract an 
international audience" and develop "international awareness of 
Canada" [the CBC's Corporate Policy No. 14]. It must specifically 
oblige RCI to prepare such programming in both official languages, 
English and French. There should be sufficient guidelines in the Act 
to ensure most regions of the world are covered, and to ensure RCI 
broadcasts in major foreign languages, and any others deemed important 
or useful. Without necessarily enumerating each region and language, 
these directives must be strong enough to prevent anyone but 
Parliament from being able to change the mandate of RCI. At the 
moment, there is very little that prevents the CBC from cutting 
services back radically.i

Mandate guidelines eliminated 


In 2005, two years after this report was released, CBC/Radio-Canada 
abolished Corporate Policies No. 14 and 18, which specifically 
outlined the need for RCI programming to be adapted to attract an 
international audience. See details here. 


Programs and positions eliminated 


In the autumn of 2006, programs for Africa, Europe, and India were 
replaced by generic programs in English and French focussing on 
immigration and new immigrants. In addition, an increasing number of 
contractual employees were hired, and a number of permanent positions 
eliminated. See details here. 


In 2007, the integration of RCI into the domestic service (CBC/Radio- 
Canada) has been so pronounced that even the news copy on RCI's 
website has been replaced by links to CBC (see here) and Radio-Canada 
(see here) news links which have not been adapted to the needs of an 
international audience.

I was offered a job in Alert but turned it down (I didn't want to be 
the top civilian at a military base --- I was just a 21 year old punk)

If I had worked there, I likely would have volunteered as one of 
CHAR's many part-time DJ's. The farthest north I worked was Eureka at 
79-59 N, with no local radio (only TV channel 9). BTW, we fed CHAR-FM

not enough bandwidth for a permanent feed - they literally phoned us 
every evening before the newscast and we hooked up a gizmo I made that 
basically consisted of alligator clips attached to the TV's speaker

Long talk by a 
female, then time pips over apparent ad w/sound effects and phone 
number, more ads past ToH. Into pop tunes at 0002 without ever giving 
an obvious ID. Finally heard a few notes of theme music and a possible 
ID around 0030, but signal was weaker by then. Hung on just long 
enough for time pips to be audible again at 0100, but signal had 
mostly faded by that point.

I don't know if Kahuzi 
inserts any local ID's at the TOH during these relays.

*xk COOK ISLANDS. Do You Remember? Rarotonga - 11760 kHz --- This has 

nothing to do with the Perseus receiver, but I thought I'd share this 

photo I just stumbled upon from my 1993 visit to the Cook Islands:

It was during this visit I learned why North American DXers had not 
been able to hear RCI on 11760 kHz for a number of months; in fact, no 
DXer in the world had been hearing them for the few months prior to 
April 1993. A fire in the building where the SW transmitter was housed 
has destroyed the transmitter. When I asked the station engineer if 
they would return to shortwave, the answer was "Oh no, we have FM 
repeaters that cover the islands very well." How sad, from a DXer's 
point of view.

[q.v.] reference has a handy schedule of current Ascension

One can easily see that at no time are more than THREE transmitters 
accounted for, and at some hours, 2315-2400 & 0200-0300, none at all! 
It appears to be greatly underutilized, since WRTH 2007 says there are 
SIX 250 kW transmitters there. So Radio Rep’ blica COULD easily be 
accommodated on one more transmitter in addition to the services 
above. Note that as previously reported in DXLD, there is an 
additional R. Prague Spanish broadcast at 0100-0130, also on 11665, 
but that does not change the statistics above. 


Of course, Rampisham UK is thought to be the source of these RR 
broadcasts, but one or more of the frequencies/times might be from 
another more advantageous site. Altho VTC, which runs Rampisham, is a 
major participant in HFCC, to our knowledge these RR broadcasts have 
never been listed there. The conclusion that Rampisham is the likely 
site, discussed at length months ago in DXLD, is based mainly on 
monitoring, especially within England, and the fact that Rampisham is 
known to have suitable antennas aimed at the Caribbean, unlike Skelton 
and Woofferton which serve Europe, Africa and eastwards. The greatest 
azimuth registered for Skelton is 210 degrees, i.e. West Africa. And 
Wooferton’s max is 184 degrees. Rampisham in B-07 goes no further west 
than 189 degrees, as there is no more demand by BBC or any other user 
to reach the Americas direct from the UK. However, in A-05 for 
instance, when BBC was still in Spanish at 0300-0400 on 7325, that was 
indeed on the 285 degree Rampisham antenna. 


Aoki’s current B-07 schedule still shows B-06 information for RR:

*xx ETHIOPIA. 9704.2, R Ethiopia (tentative), 1443, 12/11/07. Strong 
het beating against VOA Cantonese (via Saipan) on 9705. Signal seemed 
be centered near 9704.2, could just make out weak music and possible 
comments by a female announcer under the VOA splatter. I see R 
Ethiopia has been previously reported on this frequency, and it would 
be close to local sunset there at this hour. Poor (Mark Schiefelbein,

xx FINLAND. Reports Out: WWCR 6125 at 1821. I have had a bit of leave 
from work so I spent a fair bit of time at the dials and Iive heard 
quite a bit of stuff. Eleven reports out, and the WWCR one is froma 
transmitter site in Finland. I logged it at my 5th attempt, so it is a 
tough one. Their sked is 1800-1900 on 6125 & 1900-2000 on 6130 kHz, as 
yet remains unheard. I received this tip from RNZI, and hurry because 
I think WWCR are only using these frequencies and the Finnish 
transmitter on a short term basis.

MABB, the media authority of Berlin and Brandenburg, posted an 
invitation of applications for the vacant 567, 693 and 1359 channels, 
all available from the Zehlendorf site near Oranienburg (which is the 
home of 177, too, and not to be confused with the Zehlendorf district 
of Berlin). Explicitly both analogue and digital transmissions are 


possible, powers mentioned below are AM carrier power which has to be 
reduced by 7 db (i.e. to a bit less than 25 percent) for digital use. 


693 is at present on air with an experimental DRM analogue/digital 
simulcast transmission, relaying the Voice of Russia feed regularly 
carried on 603. The current VOR licence expires on April 8 2008 and 
VOR likes to replace 603 on this occasion by 693 which may be run at 
250 kW. The extended service area, as compared to 603 with 20 kW, 
requires a new allocation procedure. 


Also available is 567 with 100 kW, MABB states that it can be 
activated at short notice. They say that Rundfunk Berlin-Brandenburg 
gave up this frequency on January 24 2006, probably referring to an 
official notification since the transmitter had in fact been switched 
off on Dec 31 2005 at 2259 UT. 


1359 is available “at a later time, requiring more technical work" 
which could be a paraphrase for multiplexing 1359 into the existing 
mediumwave antenna being not feasible. The power of this frequency is 
specified as 100 kW. Well, at Berlin-K*penick it had been run with a 
250 kW transmitter, but I'm not sure about the actual output, maybe it 
was running reduced power at night? 


1359 used to carry Radio DDR 1 during daytime and RBI during the 
evenings, it appears that the daytime service has been terminated in 
1990 or 1991, probably after it was a relay of Antenne Brandenburg or 
some time. The evening/night slot had been taken over at Oct 3 1990 
sharp by Deutschlandfunk (probably in the beginning still fed via the 
Nalepastrafle headquarters of former GDR radio) which abandoned 1359 in 
1993 if I recall correct, resulting in the shut-down of this 
transmitter. Later Evangeliums-Rundfunk wanted to test it, but the 
authorities of Berlin literally banned the 250 kW transmitter from 
ever being switched on again. What indeed followed in 1994 were some 
temporary low power (5 kW, using the old ex-891 transmitter if I 
recall correct) relays of Starsat-Radio, merely meant to promote their 
satellite service, thus some special trailers were inserted into the 
feed. But soon (after just one year if I once again recall correct) 
this was over and 1359 remained silent since then, i.e. for more than 
a decade now.

Steve, the damage is quite bad, probably similar to what the folks in 
McAlester experienced last year. The willow tree in the back yard is 
damaged and will have to come down (I was planning on bringing down 
anyway in a year or so) and my big oak in the front yard is really 
ugly looking right now, losing a lot of the top to the ice (Bruce 
Winkelman, ibid.) 


Locals KCFO-970, KGTO-1050, KRVT-1270 and KMUS-1380 all still off as 
of this evening. KAKC-1300 noted back on this AM on drive to work, 
KBTZ-1430 never off but their IBOC has been turned off. I have logged 
4 new ones and 2 tentatives so far on the vacated local frequencies. 
I'll have details later but new ones include 970: WGTK-KY, WDAY-ND and 
WMAY-IL 1380: KHEY-TX. Tentative logs 1050: CKSB-MB and 1380: KLIZ-MN. 


The wires that came down with the willow tree in the backyard are 
still useable but phasing is difficult and unpredictable. One of the 
wires is mostly on the ground, the other is still "kind-of" in the 


air, draped over, thru and around broken limbs. 


A lot of Tulsa is still without power this evening. We still have 
power here at the house but one of my stores [pharmacies, presumably] 
is still power-less. We operated a few hours today using a borrowed 
generator, enough power to operate one computer and printer. KRMG-740 
was giving away firewood today for folks without power that have 
fireplaces. They got a lot of good publicity on local TV news programs 
this evening! Tragically, there have been 36 hospitalizations and 2 
deaths here in Tulsa due to carbon monoxide poisoning from gasoline- 
powered generators being used xindoorsx (Bruce Winkelman AAS5CO, Tulsa, 
OK, R8, DX398, Quantum Phaser, 2 mangled/tangled 50 foot wires, Dec

International Radio Serbia broadcasts a program through the satellite 
EUTELSAT 2 as of December 10th. Thus, one of the oldest media houses 
in Serbia is even closer to listeners with a program also broadcast on 
short waves and the internet, and in 11 foreign languages and Serbian.

This is 
important as thus the Diaspora and the world public will have complete 
information about events in Serbia, which is especially important 
today when our country is facing a difficult political situation in 
Kosovo and Metohija, says Milena Jokic. Besides broadcasting current 
political information which relate to the resolving of the future 
status of Kosovo and Metohija, we also focus on informing the world 
public about Serbiais cultural heritage, tradition and customs, and 
most of our cultural heritage is in fact located in Kosovo and 
Metohija. This is why I would like to single out, says Milena Jokic, 
the information-political programs in news format at 12.00 am, 3.30pm, 
and 9.30pm in Serbian, and the one hour long program entitled CULTURAL 
HERITAGE which presents the cultural heritage of Serbia, especially 
from Kosovo and Metohija.

Several other stations remained off the air Wednesday because of power 
outages. Freund said KCAR 104.3 FM remained off the air. 


Ron Petersen said both of his stations, KMXL-FM and KDMO-AM, have been 
off the air since 4 p.m. Sunday 6 the longest outage he has 
experienced in 44 years, he said. 


The tower that sends the signal for KMXL at 95.1 FM is in Carthage and 
powered by Empire District Electric Co. Petersen said he doesnit 
understand why radio stations and other media are not afforded 
priority regarding restoration of power.

DAYTIME E-LAYER “ASIAN MODE* TO AUSTRALIA 


The lower shortwave bands during summer are generally only harbingers 
of local electrical noise, but pick the right day and 49, 41, 31 and 
25 metres literally spring to life. This is related to some sort of E 
layer effect, and has resulted in some rather spectacular catches over 
the years. 


Prime targets are the Southeast Asian stations on 49 and 41 metres; 
Malaysia, Singapore and Indonesia. The occasional Pacific station 
emerges as well. Wantok Radio Light on 7325 is one of the easier 
catches, and Port Vila on 7260 is also a likely suspect, when active. 
No two days are the same. Sometimes it will be the Indonesians that 
appear (what there are of them remaining), and on others there will be 
an opening to North Asia [see JAPAN; KOREA NORTH]. Sub-continental 
offerings can also emerge; many years ago Nepal was noted on 41 metres 
at noon, and two years ago a rare catch was All India Radio, Port 
Blair on 7115 kHz at ©0300 UT! Burma has always been my target. Iive 
heard it on 9730 at 0300, but never on 7185, where is allegedly has 
English at 0230.

Solar activity is hovering between low and very low. There is a very 
interesting sunspot emerging from the limb of the solar disk that will 
be capturing the attention of solar scientists during the next several 
days because of its high solar latitude location. Solar flux was 


around 85 units and the effective sunspot number at 14 hours UT 
Tuesday was 31, sending the daytime maximum useable frequency on North 
ASouth propagation paths up to around 35 megaHertz. Sporadic E 
openings should be becoming more frequent as we approach the winter 
solstice, and thatis good news for TV and FM broadcast band Dxers as 
well as 10 and 6 meter bands amateur radio operators (Prof. Arnaldo 
Coro Antich, CO2KK, RHC DXers Unlimited Dec 11, HCDX via DXLD) 


The geomagnetic field was quiet throughout the period. ACE solar wind 
measurements indicated minor IMF, density, and velocity variations 
during the period. IMF Bt ranged from 0.3 to 9.2 nT while Bz ranged 
from +9.1 to -5.2 nT. Densities ranged from 1 to 12 p/cc. Velocities 
ranged from 267 - 396 km/sec during the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 12 DECEMBER 2007 - 07 
JANUARY 2008 


Solar activity is expected to be very low to low. Isolated C-class 
flares are possible during 12 - 18 December and 01 - 07 January. No 
proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 
MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to reach high 
levels during 19 - 31 December. The geomagnetic field is expected to 
be at quiet to unsettled levels during 12 - 16 December. Activity is 
expected to increase to unsettled to active levels during 17 - 19 
December as a recurrent coronal hole high-speed stream disturbs the 
field. Minor storm levels are also expected on 17 December. Activity 
is expected to decrease to quiet to unsettled levels during 20 - 22 
December as the high-speed stream gradually subsides. Activity is 
expected to decrease to mostly quiet levels for the rest of the 
period.
